THE STATE CONVENTION IN SESSION AT 
INDIANAPOLIS TO-DAY. 


The Platform Adopted — Tributes to Hen- 
dricks, Seymour, Hancock and Tilden— 
Indorsement cf Tariff Reform, Anti- 
Alien Property-Ownership, Home Rule, 
Etc.—The Nominees. 


INDIANAPOLIS, August 11.—The Democratic 
State Convention met this morning at 10 
o’clock in Tomlinson Hall. The attendance is 
large, and the galleries are filled with specta- 
tors. Hon. Daniel W. Voorhees was elected 
Chairman, and W. J. Craig, editor of the Sen- 
tinel, Secretary. The members of the new 
State Centrai Committee are as follows: 

First District—k. P. Richardson, Pike Coun- 
ty; Second District—T. B. Buskirk, Orange; 
Third District—S. H. Mitchell, Washington; 
Fourth District—F. 8. Swift, Franklin; Fifth

THE PLATFORM. 

The platform adopted by the convention is 
as follows: 

Resolved, 1. That the Democracy of Indi- 
ana in convention assembled cordially ap- 
prove of the Administration of President 
Cleveland for its ability, integri~y and econ- 
omy in the management of National affairs, 
and recognize in the President and members 


of nis Cabinet faithful and patriotic public 
servants. 

2. Thatthe Democrats of Indiana sincerely 
lament the loss oftheir honored and trusted 
leader, the late Thomas A. Hendricks; by his 
wise counsel and superb leadership the 
Democracy of Indiana gained and enjoyed 
an enviable reputation for heroic and 
unselfish devotion to the principles of 
es > government. The memory of our late 

eloved leader cannot be better perpetuated 
than by a steadfast observance of his concilia- 
tory counsel and patriotic teachings to the 
end that the etforts of all true Democratic 
citizens may be directed to the faithful 
application of their grand and en- 
nobling principles that conduce to the 
welfare and happiness of a liberty 
loving people. Weaiso profoundly deplore 
that during a brief period of time the nation, 
and particularly the Democratic party bas 
suffered the loss ofjfour other eminent citizens 
in the persons of the gallant leader, George B. 
MeClellan; the pure and wise stutesman, 
Horatio Seymour; the superb hero, Winfield 
Scott Hancock, and recently 
the demise of that discerning 
statesman, sagacious counselor and 
profound political philosopher, Samuel J. 
Tilden. Thecareer of these illustrious men 
may well serve as examples for those upon 
whom shall devolve the responsibility of lead- 
ership. 

TARIFF REFORM. . 

8. That taxation of the people for other 
purposesythan raising revepue for the 
expens of the Government, economically 
administered, is robbery under the forms of 
law. Weare, therefore, in favor ofa reduc- 
tion ofthe present unjust tariff to a revenue 
basis, and we hereby reaffirm the principles 
laid down in the Chicago platform on that sub- 
— and heartily endorse the action of the 

emocratic representatives in Congress from 
this State for their fidelity to the cause of 
tariff.reform. 

4. Thatthe action of the Democratic House 
of Representatives of the Forty-eighth and 
Forty-ninth Congresses in declaring forfeited 
and reclaiming from railroad corporations 
about one hundred million acres of land, is 
hereby heartily indorsed and approved. 

AGAINST ALIEN PROPERTY OWNERS. 

5. That che ownership of real estate in this 
country by persons not citizens of the United 
States is injurious to American interests 
and may be attended with very evil conse- 
quences. We therefore heartily approve of 
the act of the last General Assembly in prohib- 
iting the {ownership of real estate in Indiana 
by aliens and thereby repealing the 
act allowing aliens to hoid and 
convey real estate, passed by a Republican 
Lewisiature and approved by a Republican 
Governorjand we approve of such legislation by 
Congress as shall effectually protect the public 
lands from such alien entry and ownership, so 
that it may, as far as possible, be reserved for 
our own citizens. 

6. That we favor a financial policy 
which with gold and silver coin and paper 
money,readily convertible into coin,including 
the volume of United States notes now pro- 
vided for by law, shail be the circulating 
medium; we insist that the surplus in the 
NationalTreasury shall be promptly applied in 
payment of the National public debt, and that 
taxation shall be reduced to the end tbat 
large accumulation in the Treasury beyond 
the proper necessities of the public service 
shall not occur, thus assuring honest and eco- 
nomical Government, and relieving the peo- 
ple from unnecessary and oppressive taxa- 


tion. 

7. That the State Government of Indiana in 
all its departments has been characterized by 
prudence, economy and wisdom, and we cor- 
dially endorse the same. 

OPPOSED TO SUMPTUARY LAWS. 

8. That the Democratic party here is now, as 
it always been, opposed in principle to all 
sumptuary laws and  prohibitory legis- 
lation: but it is in favor of just and 
proper measures for regulating the 
trafic in_ spirituous and intoxicating 
liquors under a license system designed to 
repress the evils of intemperance and it favors 
a reasonable increase of the license tax, dis- 
criminatingibetween malt liquor and wines 
and distilled spirits, so as to place the high- 
est license on distilled spirits, the proceeds of 
such tax to be applied to the support of 
common schools. 

FOREIGN CENTRAL LABOR. 

9. That we oe comipend and approve 
the action of the last General Assembly in pro- 
hibiting the importation of foreigners and 
aliens under contract to perform labor within 
the State of Inciana. We demand such further 
] sislation by Congress as may be necessary to 

revent such importation of foreign laborers 
nto this country, and we declare ourselves in 
favor of the stictest enforcement of the acts 
prohibiting Chinese immigration. Both of 
these systems beingin our judgment hostile 
to and destructive of the best Interests of the 
American laborerand mechanic. Thatin the 
enactment of all laws a strict regard should 
be had for the rights of the laboring 
masses; that taxation should be restricted to 
the lowest amounts required by an econom- 
ical administration of public affairs; that 
wageworkers should be protected by legisia- 
tion from the oppressive power of monopo- 
lies and grasping corporations, und that all 
laws not in harmony with the foregoing pur- 

oses should be repealed. Further, that we 

emand the abrogation of all laws 
which do not bear equally 
capital and tlabor; the passage of 
stringent laws to promote the health and en- 
hance the safety of employes of railways, 
manufacturing establishments and mining op. 
erations and to compel the employers to make 
prompt payment of wages of those in their 
employ; the enactment of laws prohibiting 
the turning out of contract labor in compe- 
tition with the honest laborers of the country, 
prohibiting the employment of children under 
14 yearsof age in the mines and facto- 
riesof the State, and finaily, thatthe import- 
ation of foreign laborers under contract be 
forever prohibited by stringent generai stat- 
utes. 

12. Thatwe approve the t resolution 
proposing an amendment to the constitation, 
making the term of county officers four years.

BLAMING BINGHAM 


The State Department Fears a Bordcr Out. 
break—Latest From El Paso. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., August 11.—The State 
Department, while ignoring any apprehen- 
sionsin regard to the Cutting affair, is still 
pretty well occupied with it. Secretary Bay- 
ard feels amply able to cope withthe diplomat- 
ic features of the case, but there is consider- 
able nervousness over the situation at the 
border. The over-zealous and _ indiscreet 
consul at Paso del Norte seems to be 
fostering the disturbance, and his attitude, 
under the circumstances, gives the excited 
Texans moral support in their belligerency 
that is very annoying to the State Department. 
Bayard’s position is simply this: He feels 
that he can come toa speedy settlement with 
Mexico, provided there is no outbreak on 
the border. But this is becom- 
ing more imminent every day. If 
the Mexicans shuuld fire a gun in the direc- 
tion of El Paso, there is a self-constituted 
army of Texans ready to cross the river with- 
out waiting for the authorities at Washington 
to take action. This, of itself, whatever 
might be the result to the invaders, would at 
once swell the issue to a point where the 
State department could not controlit. There 
is aconcentration of heavy guns and equip- 


ments in localities convenient to 
El Paso, but it is not intended 
as & menace to Mexico, but merely 


a precaution in the event of unexpected hos- 
tilities upon the border. The first overt act 
of hostility from either side will precipitate a 
border conflict an‘l the impression here is that 
it will be a piece of great luck ifthe 
Cutting affair is disposed of before 
an outbreak occurs. It is this feature that 
causes anxiety to Secretary Bayard and not 
any doubts as to his own diplomatic resources. 
The correspondence now in progress is ex- 
pected to bring about definite results of some 
kind withinafew days. The direct objects 
sought to be accomplished by this Govern- 
ment are, first, the release of Cutting, and 
second, the renunciation of the claim by 
Mexico of extra territorial jurisdiction.

THE BELFAST TROUBLES. 

The seventeen’ resident Magistrates drafted 
into Belfast have anextremely difficult and 
dangerous duty. One accompanies every 
party of militia or police. It is his duty after 


doing his best toinduce the riotous mobs to 
order 


disperse to give the painful 

for firing. Several have already re- 
ceived very ugly wounds. These 
gentlemen take a more gloomy view 


of the prospect than the town magistracy. 
They think there may bea recurrence of the 
rioting at any moment. It will be a long time 
before it will be possible to relax any of the 
stringent precautions taken to preserve the 
peace. The constabulary have incurred such 
bitter hatred onthe part of the Protestants, 
who stigmatize them as 
‘*‘MORLEY’S BUTCHERS,’’ 
that some believe the quickest way of restor- 
ing tranquillity will be to withdraw 
them from Belfast altogether for 4 
season, and leave the work of 
pacification to the regular troops, who seem to 
be equally popular with both parties. In spite 
of this popularity their duty is very hard and 
exceedingly unpleasant. They are scattered 
in small detachments within supporting dis- 
tance of each other all over the west of Bel- 
fast. There is no proper accommodation or 
shelter. Most of them have practically to 
bivouac in the streets and be always on the 
alert. 
THE*HIGHER EDUCATION OF WOMEN. 

Dr. Withers Moore, in delivering the Presi- 
dential address last night tothe British Medi- 
cal Association, attacked vigorously the 
higher education of women and created much 
surpris6 by citing American experience 48 
strongly in support of his views. Speaking of 
disastrous physical effects of high education 
on American women, he quoted as follows: 
‘‘If these causes should continue for the next 
half century to increase in the same ratio 
as they have for the last fifty years, 
it requires no prophet to foretell that women 
who are to be mothers in our republic must be 
drawn from trans-Atlantic homes.’’ There is 
hardly an American physician, according to 
Withers Moore, who hus especially treated 
diseases of women, who does not corroborate 
these words. This was received with the 
greatest incredulity here.

RUM DID IT. 


The Mutiny¥on Board the Schooner Henry 
Woodruff—Vessel and Crew Lost. 


PORTLAND, Me., August 11.—The fishing 
schooner Conquest of New London, which 
arrived yesterday, brings startling news of 
the schocner Henry Woodruff, or of some 
vessel answering her description. Some time 
ago the Woodruff, a very large three-masted 
schooner, was fitted out by E. G. Willard 
ofthis city for the bank fishing. Some three 


weeks age it was reported that Capt Hodg- 
kins had been obliged to shoot one of his 
men. It is now probable that he was com- 
pelied to shoot three, and that the vessel 
and all on board were finally § lost. 
‘*Rum did it,’’ telis the story. Soon after she 
arrived a little French schooner witha full 
supply of liquor putin an appearance and was 
visited by the crew of the schooner. They re- 
turned to their vessel badly intoxicated, fight- 
ing crazy and witb a full supply of the liquor 
besides. They were at once involved in arow 
with their Captain, refusing to do duty. Final- 
ly they advanced on the Captain tothrow him 
overboard. The Captain made a good resist- 
ance. He shotone man dead and hit two 
others. Other reports say he killed them. 
The crew drove the Captain below and 
battened down =_—itthe hatches. They 
then made sail and headed forjthe coast of 
Cape Race, and, it is believed, went 
down. Besides the story told by the Captain 
and crew of the Conquest in regard tothe 
mutiny, there is considerable evidence going 
to show that the schooner is lost. Other ver- 
sions of the story of the mutiny ugree that the 
Captain was at bay in the cabin when the 
schooner was headed toward the land, and 
that three bodies were sentin procession over- 
board after the firing ceased. The captain of 
a fishing schooner hailed the murderous crew 
and demanded to know where they were go- 
ing. ‘‘Ashore, where the Captain can be taken 
care of; he is crazy,’’ was the reply. Noone 
seemed to be in command and all were drunk. 


THE FOREST FIRES. 


Great Destruction to Property in Wisconsin 
—Dangers of Continued Drouth. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., August 11.—A gentle- 
man who has returned from the northern part 
ofthe State says: ‘‘I passed through the 
country where the forest fires have been do- 
ing so much damage. Fires were constantly 
visible. It looked as if the trains would be 
unable to pull through, so close had the fires 
eaten their way tothetrack. The cars were 
filled with smoke. At intervals the sky was 


lurid. Great trees were ablaze to their top- 
most branches, the fire cracking 
and jumping from point to point 


in & manner that was terribly fascinating. 


Everywhere residents entertained the liveliest 
fears of being burned, The entire northern 
part of the State is in such a dry condition 
that a gale from almost any quarter will bring 
about a repetition of the scenes at Peshtigo 
some years ago. While up North I spent sey- 
eral days in the woods of Taylor County, trav- 
eling many miles through the furests, and 
therefore have had plenty of opportunity to 
ascertain the state of the country. I crossed 
dozens of swamps which were so dry that m 
feet did not get. wet in the least. In fact, 
founda only one swamp that contained any 
water, and that would have dried had it 
not been connected with a lake. The mossy 
growth in the swamps has been dried and 
wilted by the heat, and burns like paper. The 
creeks, or most of them, are creeks no longer. 
The water thatis usually in them has been 
evaporated and their bottoms are baking in 
the sun. The small rivers that flow through 
Taylor County, and which are noted for log- 
ging purposes @ spring, are so shallow thata 
man can jump over someof them. However 
the hard wood forests of Taylor County and 
its immediate vicinity afford some protection 
against the spread of fire.. The danger is 
greaterin the country south some distance 
from Medford and north of Stevens’ Point. 
In that district, pine, which was the predom- 
inating timber, has been cut, and the land is 
covered for the most part with dead trees and 
fallen logs. These pine ‘slashings’ as they 
are called, are the gna where forest fires 
usually originate and spread.’’

NEw YoRK, August 11.—Three daughters of 
Henry Wyman, a fisherman of Far Rockaway, 
were drowned off Breeze Point yesterday 
afternoon. They were Nellie, aged 12; Lizzie, 
aged 10, and Sadie, aged 8.

ARGUMENT IN THE ANARCHISTS’ TRIAL 
BEGUN THIS MORNING. 


el 


The Last Shot of the Defense—All the Re- 
buttal Testimony in—Probable Cenclu- 
sion of the Case Next Saturday—The Ac- 
cused Smiling and Hopeful — Parsons’ 
Family. 


CHICAGO, August 11.—A little before 10a. m. 
the defendants in the anarchists’ trial marched 
into Judge Garry’s crowded- court room, 
headed by August Spies. The prisoners all 
looked smilingly unconcerned, and greeted 
their lady friends with smiles. They had 
scarcely taken their seats when@ young lady 
with a basket on her arm went along the aisle 
and presented each of the men with some 
flowers. One of the papers to-day stated 
that Mrs. Black, the wife of the leading coun- 
selfor the defense, suppliedthe anarchists 
with their morning bouquets. She was quoted 
as saying ina florist shop: ‘‘I want these for 
the poor saints at the Criminal Court. The 
dear martyrs are being sorely tried by 
the tyrants now, and Ifear something will 
happentothem. But if anything does, there 
are thousands ready to tear their oppressors 
to pieces.’’ Mrs. Black denied the remarks 
attributed to her to areporter this morning. 

When court was opened Officer Palmer was 
called to the stand. Palmer testified concern- 
ing the arrestof Schnaubelt. Officer Palmer 
said that he could speak English. The witness 
was not cross-examined. 

Detective Bonfield was recalled and said he 
was present when Spies was first arrested and 
taken before the Chief of Police. He was asked 
to relate the conversation which occurred 
then. 


THE STATE RESTS. 

Mr. Ebersold did not lay his hands on Spies 
such as stated by Spies. 

The Assistant State’s Attorney was called to 
the stand. The State’s Attorney desired to 
have him testify concerning the stuff taken 
irom the Arbeiter Zeitung ofifice, which he 
has charge of. He also desired to offer in evi- 
dence a proof sheet of the column in which 
the word ‘‘Ruhe’’ was inserted. The defense 
objected and the objection sustained. 

Mr.Grinnell announced that the State rested. 
After consultation the defense announced 
thatthey had neglected to prove two facts. 
They had desired to produce two witnesses, 
one who would corroborate Spies’ testimony 
astohis movements at the Haymarket, and 
also testify against the witness Thompson. 
The defense said the two witnesses had disap- 
peared, and intimated that the prosecution 
was responsible for their disappearance, 

Mr. Grinnell said he had seen this insinua- 
tion inthe Arbeiter Zeitung, and upon seeing 
it the State had used every means in their 
power to produce the two men. The paper 
stated that one of them, Legner, was in Kan- 
sas City, and the Chief of Police there had 
been instructed several days ago to endeavor 
to find him, but could not. 

THE ARGUMENT. 

A long discussion then took place as to the 
order in which the closing arguments should 
be made. 

It was finally decided that Assistant State’s 
Attorney Walker should open the argument, 
Zeisler of the defense to follow, to be succeed- 
ed by Ingham for the prosecution, Foster and 
Black for the defense and Grinnell to close for 
the State in the order named. This result was 
not arrived at without considerable discus- 
sion. 

Mr. Walker began by saying in this republic 


all men stood before the law, 
and when the perpetrator. of any 
crime stood before the bar for trial 


the Goddess of Justice was indeed blind un- 
tilhis guilt had been proven. No matter 
whether he was a Socialist or an anarchist the 
very law which he had desired to ‘‘throttle’’ 
now stood as his protector until his guilt was 
shown, andin this case the proof had made 


the defendants guilty beyond. any 
shadow of a doubt. r. falker 
then addressed himself to the 


jury to which he paid the usual compliments, 
He next called their attention to several defi- 
nitions of the phrase ‘‘Beyond a reasonable 
doubt.’’ He quoted from a number of authori- 
ties to show that when the mind is conryinced 
as to the guiltofa defendant, no fear of the 

unishment the jury might be called upon to 
impose should affect their judgment in declar- 
ing the guilt of the criminal. 

PARSONS’ FAMILY. 

Gen. William Henry Parsons of the Treasury 
Department at Washington, who is here at- 
tending the tria) of his brother, A. R. Parsons, 
the anarchist, denies, in an interview this 
morning, thatthe Parsons family has repudi- 
ated and disowned the defendant. The family, 
however, emphatically disavow Socialism.

' BAYARD’S DEMAND. 

Whether Secretary BayaRD has or has) 
not proceeded according to our statutes in 
demanding the release of CuTTING before 
demanding of the Mexican Government a& 
statement of the grounds on which the 
man was imprisoned is a question of 
which Mexico cannot take cognizance, as 
it concerns not her, but the responsibility 
of our own officials to our own Govern- 
ment and people. 

That the Mexican Government failed to 
offer any statement before the release 
was demanded was its own fault. On the 
6th of July it received from Minister 
JACKSON and Consul BRIGHAM the official 
statements and proofs, on which it was 
asked to interfere for the protection of 
CuTTinG from unlawful imprisonment and 
abuse. After waiting thirteen days and 
receiving from the Mexican Govern- 
ment no statement attempting to explain 
the grounds of CUTTING’s imprisonment 
or to show that it was lawful and not in 
violation of his rights as an American 
citizen sojourning in Mexico, Mr. BayarD 
on the 19th of July presented a peremptory 
demand for CUTTING’s release. That de- 
mand having been refused without any 
attempt to explainor justify the imprison- 
ment, what are we going to do about it? 

A demand for reparation may bring 
forth the Mexican statement in justifica- 
tion, and if thatis not satisfactory, and 
reparation is refused, our Government 
can withdraw its Minister and enforce its 
demands by such further steps, short of 
acts of war, as its conception of our 
national dignity may demand, even to the 
extent of convening Congress and recom- 
mending a declaration of war. 

The diplomatic correspondence now 
going on may result in a tender from 
Mexico of all the reparation or conces- 
sions demanded by our Government. It 
is fair to presume that there is a prospect 
of that kind, or that Minister JaCKson

A Practical Reform. 


From the New York WORLD. 

Mr. Cleveland has written profusely and en- 
thusiastically onthe subject of the reform of 
the public service. No one who knows him 
doubts that he meant all he said. Yet the very 
exuberance of his professions created a 
scepticism as to their sincerity in the general 
mind when it was found that they were con- 
tradicted by the character of some appoint- 
ments. Especially have the oflice-holders 
themselves been ready to interpret the Presi- 
dent’s real intentions by his acts instead of by 
his words, and this forced upon Mr. Cleveland 
the embarrassiug necessity of promulgating 
his last official ‘‘order’’ notifying the office- 
holders that he was seriousin all he had said 
about civil-service reform. 

In removing Mr. Hedden the President gives 
the first practical demonstration of his de- 
termination to bring his practiceup to his 
professions and promises. Itis just such an 
act as was needed, and willdo more solid, 
substantial goodinthe public service than 
could be effected by adozen volumes of letters 
and ‘‘orders.’’ Especially will this be the 
case ifthe President frankly states that Mr. 
Hedden is removed because he failed to sepa- 
rate the public business from politics and to 
conduct the Custom-House in accordance 
with the reform principles promulgated by the 
Administration. 

We sincerely congratulate the President on 
the determination he has reached in this mat- 
ter and are glad to give his action our hearty 
indorsement. Itis Our earnest desire to see 
the public service thoroughly and practically 
reformed and placed on a business footing 
from which no future President will dare to 
displace it. We demand that the offices which 
belong to the people shall be taken from parti- 
san control and conducted in the interests 
of the country alone. We deny that a 
few politicians, elected to office for four 
years, have any right to seize upon the 
public departments, which are maintained for 
the public service at the cost of all the people, 
and use them for their own profit and advan- 
tage. Offices associated with the policy of the 
Administration must, of course, be filled by 
those in sympathy with the political senti- 
ments and objects of the Administration. But 
the idea that all the Federal offices belong to 
whatever party or politicians who happen for 
the momentto bein power is posterous 
and ought to be stopped. It is the same per- 
verted idea as that by which Squire was con- 
trolled when he used the patronage and busi- 
ness of the Public Works Department as his 
private property and sold them to Maurice B. 
Flynn as the price of a confirmation.

Sleeping With the Head Low. 


From the Medical Record. 

Few persons, we suppose, sleep without a 
pillow or rest of some sort to elevate the head 
a little above the level of the body, and very 
few, if any, would think of habitually going 
to rest with the feetraised higher than the 
head. Yetif we are to believe the writer of 
an article in Pfluger’s Archiv, Nos, 7 and 8, 
1886, the latter is the only rational and proper 
position during sleep. Dr. Meuli-Hilty is the 
advocate of this plan. He wag engaged in 
studying the physiological effects of such a 
reversal of the normal position of the body, 
and found, among otheryesults, that the cir- 
cumference of the neck was increased nearly 
two inches by _ reason, chiefly, of a 
swelling of the thyroid gland. He fre. 
quently fell asleep while in this position 
and occupied in his studies, and found that he 
always awoke earlicr in the morning, felt 
greatly refreshed, and was capable of much 
better work during the day than after anight’s 
rest taken in the usual way. He has now slept 
with his feet higher than his head for the past 
four years, and his experience leads him to 
commend the method most highly. He says 
in this way the brain receives a more plentiful 
blood-supply, and is consequently better 
nourished, while there 1s no danger of 80 much 
blood passing to the cerebra) structure as to 
cause congestion. ThisNlanger is obviated by 
the enlargement ufthe thyroiq gland, which 
halds back a certain portion of the blood in its 
dilated vessels and which also acts as a regu- 
lator of the cerebral circulation by exerting 
pressure upon the carotids, and thus dimin- 
ishing their calibre.

Care of the Finger-Nails.

A REMINISCENCE OF ROSS.

The Sword Champion’s Exploit in the Zulu 
War. 


**Every buiict has its billet,?’ isan old say- 
ing, but not one ina thousand hitsa man, is 
astrue. Duncan ©. Ross, the young mar who 
is the champion all-round athicte of America, 
and who to-day, asa swordsman, challenges 
the world to compete with him on horseback 
with sabers, when in the British army, 


by his soldierly bearing and _ fearless 
horsemanship, attracted the attention of 
Lord Charies bBeresford, or ‘‘Fighting 
Charley,’’ as he is called, one of Engiand’s 
brightest young generals. The result was, 
when thetroops sailed for Africa to take purt 
in the Zulu campaign, Ross was amongst them 
as chief of headquarter orderlies, Lord Beres- 
ford being in command of the cavairy. In 
Africa, on the march to the interior, fully one- 
third of the troopers were laid low by sick- 


ness, Ross undoubtediy through his ab- 
stemious habits and healthy Scotch 
diet in his youth, almost alone 
retaining his gayety and vim, aiding 


one comrade here, cheering another there, 
until Zambuka was reached, where good 
water being availabie, an article horses and 
men had been without for thirty-eight hours, 
camp was pitched, pickets posted, and the 
worn out troopers sought repose. But hardly 
two hours had passed before the alarm was 
sounded, and every man that was able fell 
into the ranks of his command. Lord 
Beresford, who is pecullariy English in 
appearance and manner, with is eye- 
giass in his eye, inquired of hischief of staff 
whatthe deuce the black beggars meant Db 
kicking up such an infernal row just as a fel- 
low had got tosieep. No time was given for a 
reply, the enemy attacked in force, they came 
in swarms from the cover of what seemed an 
inextriceble tangle of brush. Quietly giving a 
command, 200men under Maj. Gillespie fell 
to the rear with orders to make 
a detour and surprise the enemy 
in flank or rear, a desperate plan 
when it was estimated the blacks were in force 
tothe number of 6,000. Time elapsed, the 
fighting grew hot, the nigs feil in scores, but 
for every fallen one, another was there to take 
his piace. Beresford was anxious and longed 
for the diversion in his favor the detached 
200 men would produce. He could bear it no 
longer, so calling Ross, with a brief explana- 
tion as to Maj. Gillespie’s orders and the prob- 
able length of his detour, commanded him to 
bring his force into action at once front, 
rear, flank, anywhere, sothat he struck the 
enemy. With a salute and ‘‘I understand, 
General,’’ Ross put spurs to his horse, but got 
no further in the direction indicated than a 
few hundred yards, when, suddenly wheel- 
ing, he made straight for the massed crowd 
of blacks, and shouting like a veritable fiend, 
plied his saber right and left, as though at 
oo practice in the riding school. 

is good angel was there with him, for 
at the end of tweive minutes his horse 
fell dead, one of his boots completely 
cut away, but witha clubbed pistol in one 
hand anda broken saber in the other his tre- 
mendous strength was making such havoc that 
a panic struck his adversaries, an opportunity 
not lost by Beresford, who, quickly massing 
his troops, made a charge that sent ali before 
it helter-skelter. The upshot was that Ross 
was offered a commission, but quietly said he 
preferred to remain as he was,for he could 
enjoy himself and have money to spare, but as 
an officer his pay would not prevent him from 
being always in debt.

THE DEAD’S HOLIDAY. 


NEW YORK CHINAMEN OBSERVE A PE 
CULIAR RELIGIOUS CUSTOM. 


Hiring Servants for the Departed—The Sacri- 
fice to Joss—Interesting Ceremony — A 
Banquet to the Chinese God—Burning 
Paper Pictures — The Services at the 
Cemetery. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCTI. 

NEW YORK, August 11.—Every man in China- 
town wore a round bracelet ofthin, white glass 
on his left wrist yesterday and Sunday. It 
didn’t matter whether his clothes were cut in 
the Hong Kong or New York style, the 
bracelet was there. The object of the decora- 
tior was to remind each ortho- 
dox Chinaman i that this ig the 
annual holiday for the dead. Just what the 
dead needa holiday for is what the average 
American citizen cannot imagine, but every 
good Chinaman thinks that the departed need 
it badly. When a Celestial dies a lot of 
cooked chicken, cooked rice, and nice 
brandy, is spread around his’ grave. 
This feeds him, and keeps up his 


spirits on his long journey. If he is avery 
humble laundryman he may manage to get 
along on this banquet without the help of a 
servant; but it bas been observed that a5 soon 
as a Chinaman dies he needs servants to trot 
along humbly after him, andif his friends are 
worthy of the same they see that he gets 
them. 

The day for hiring dead men’s servants 
comes — once a year—on the holiday for 
the dead. Itisn’taday for jollification, buta 
day on which tue living Chinamen havea fine 
time and mauage to send new supplies of food 
and servants to their kindred beyond the 
grave. The mostimportant detail of yester- 
day’s celebration was 

THE SACRIFICE TO JOSS 
at No. 202 Park Row, on Chatham S yuare. 
Joss has always had ahand in all the good 
things that happened aiongon festival days. 
Little gp ewe Yuet Sing, the wrinkied 
and jolly custodian of the Chatham Square 
temple, made things pleasant for Joss 
last night and early peney morning. He 
carried up eighty-eight obiong pieces of rice 
paper, on which were painted in water colors 
pictures of Chinese women, whe looked as if 
they could bandile a broom industriously. He 
piled them neatly on the floor of the little al- 
cove in front of Joss’ picture and set them on 
fire. They burned into a littie pile 
of soft gray ashes that a breath wonuid scatter. 
Then Yuet Sing was happy. The eight pictures 
became eightspirit servant girls as soon as 
they wé€6re reduced to ashes and eight 
servants is quite as many as even 
Joss requires. After the eight chamber- 
maids and cooks had been nicely burned 
uway on their journey, Yuet Sing and Joss’ 
live Chinese cook brought outa platter on 
which was aroast pig, done toaturn tempt- 
lingly crisp, adish of boiled rice and a little 
jug of ‘‘Sam Shee,’’ or rice brandy. He 
fixed them in front of Joss’ 
ure and when that deity 
smiled on them lion enough, he took 
them away and set them out on two little 
square tables of carved black wood that were 
made in China. Then he brought out tiny 
cups of tea and put them in their proper 
piaces among the eatabies. Then Yuet Sing

After giving 
them an hour’s chance at the feastthe live 
Chinamen bundled up all the eatables and 
drinkables the dead men left and carted them 
back on the trucks and wagons. And any man 
could see that the horses had justas much of 
a load to carry going home as they had 
going out. The ashes of the servants and 
sandalwood stick were left behiud. Fif- 


teen Chinamen hired three carriages 
from Undertaker James Naughton on 
Mott street yesterday, drove out 


to the Evergreens and went through a similar 
ceremony. Nobody seemed to be working in 
Mott street during the day.

STRUCK IT RICH. 


INTERESTING INCIDENTS IN THE HISTORY 
OF MILLIONAIRE MINERS. 


Jerome Chaffee’s Generosity to Broken 
Down Miners—~How Senator Tom Bowen 
Got His Start-—Gov. Routt Handling 
a Pick During His Term of Offite—A 
Long List of Unknown Miillionaires— 
Mining Stories, 


The phenomenal success of] the Granite 


Mountain mine and the extraordinary divi- 


dends realized bythe stockholders, most of 
whow are residents of this city, has given an 
impetus to local operations in mines and min- 
ing stocks which bids fair to establish here a 
market of considerable note. That 
it is a pleasant sensation to 
awaken Inthe morning to the fact that one ts 
the unexpected owner of millions, goes with- 
out saying, and yet it is not so very uncom- 
monas one might suppose. *Many have been 
there,and where is the dealjer in mining stocks 
or the poor prospector in whom good fortune 
nay not repeat the story of Mackay, Stanford, 
O’ Brier, Flood, Jones and hundreds of others? 
among them in this city Gus Ewing, A. B. 
Coit, John Field, et al., not to mention R. O. 
Kerens, who is interested with Steve Elkins, 
Blaine’s old henchman, in several paying 
mines in Colorado and New Mexico. The late 
Jerome B. Chaffee was also a partner with 
Kerensin several mining enterprises which 


panned out well. 

Chaffee, by the way, was one of the noblest 
characters that gracedthe Western mining 
districts in the flush days when all men were 
brothers, all were on ‘‘the square divide,’’ 
and to be known as the ‘‘whitest man in 
camp,’’—which was Chaffee’s reputation—was 
an enviable distinction. More than one poor 
miner in the olden days owes his sub- 
sequent success to Chaffee’s kindness in 

ving his foot asecure resting placeon the 
adder of fortune. Among those who were 
blessed with his protecting friendship was ex- 
Sernator Tom Bowen of Colorado. It was in 
the poker and prospecting period of Bowen’s 
career when he was rich one day and went 
supperless to bed the next. Tom on that par- 
toular occasion was experiencing an un- 
usually 

HARD STREAK OF LUCK. 

He wandered around the streets of Denver 
withoutany shirton. Clutchinga threadbare 
buttonless swaliow-tail coat with his balf- 
frozen hands to keep the cold wind out, and 
wondering where and how he was going 
to catchson next, when he was met by 
Chaffee. Bowen tried to dodge around 
a vorner—he had known Chaffee a short time 
before when he was flush—but Chaffee darted 
atterand captured him. After a brief con- 
versation Chaffee presented Bowen with $100 
in cash;told him to strike out for the mines, 
and whenthe money was spent to come back 
for more. Bowen went as directed. He pottered 
around a while on the Del Norte River and 
finally struck orein the Little Aimee, which 
was the foundation of a large fortune. 

Ed Smith was another oid miner who bene- 
fitted from Chaffee’s gencrosity. Smith was a 
pioneers. Hehad been all over Colorado 
when the gold fever first broke out,but when he 
met Chafiee was very nearly ‘‘broke.’’ In 
exchange for practical information concern- 
ing ‘‘surface indications’’ and other points 
on mining, Chaffee ere Smith the money to 
start out afresh, and the result wasthe dis- 
covery of asilver mine which fora iong time 
paid Smith over ee per annum. 

A very successful Eastern operator in mines 
is Col. Leiter, late of the big Chicago dry 
oods firm of Marshali Field& Co. iter 

ok Ed Stevens under his wing along in the 
early days of Leadville and by Stevens’ ad- 


vice got hold of a share in nine claims.

000. Leiter’s interest in these mines 
stood him about $40,000 all told. Stevens, his 
— in the enteaprise, was the first man to 

iscover that the ore at Leadville was siiver 
and not from, as the miners in the neighbor- 
hood had originally thought it. He was in real- 
ity the founder of Leadville,and in addition was 
one of the best posted, practical miners in the 


West. 
GOV. ROUTT OF COLORADO, 
who will be remembered asa delegate to the 
National Cattle Convention which was heid 
here last year, enjoys the distinction of being 
perhaps the a Governor of a State who 
ever actually andied the pick in a 
mine, during his term of office as 
Chief Executive. Routt went out to Leadville, 
took the mining fever and started in nrospect- 
ing. His luck was bad and he was compelled 
several times to change his location. Of course 
itcost him considerable money to carry on 
his operations and being a poorman he was 
soon reduced to the necessity of mortgaging 
his household furniture in order to procure 
food for his family. He hauled brush with an 
old one-eyed mule and slapped upa temporary 
abode near his diggings, removed his coat and 
sailed in again in afrantic effort to strike the 
silver. J this time he was Colorado's 
Governor, and his mining com- 
panions with the Free Masonry of. the 
wild West Sqeree. "him unmercifully. Work 
as hard as he might, the Governor’s affairs 
did not seem to improve any;on the contrary 
they grew worse rapidly. Things continued 
inthis way for some little time until Routt 
was nearly destitute and on the verge of abso- 
lute poverty and starvation, when one bright 
evening the sun linted across 
a piece of shining ore which his pick had 
turnedup. The Governor dropped everything 
immediately and tramped into Leadville. He 
bought the best house and lot in the city, in 
which he instailed his family comfortably. In 
a very shorttime Routt made something like 
$800,000 out of his mines near Leadville. He is 
to-day a free, open-hearted, generous gentie- 
man, and ceserves all his success,

THE CUTTING CASE. 


CONSUL-GENERAL NAVARRO THINKS THE 
MATTER GREATLY EXAGGERATED. 


The Statute of Chihuahua Giving Extraor- 
dinary Jurisdiction—Mexico Not Anxious 
for War—Commodore Chandler — Con- 
gressman Negley Favors a Peaceable Set- 
tlement—An African Victim.

New YorK, Augustll.—There are very few 
who believe thatthe United States will be- 
come involvedina war with Mexico on the 
strength of the Outting case. Matters have 
not gone that far yet, but thereis a growing 
feeling that Mexico must make a very full ex- 
planation for the detention of Cutting. _ 

Mr. Navarro, the Mexican Consul in New 
York, was seen yesterday. Mr. Navarro 
thought the matter had been exaggerated. 
He believed that it could be settled by 
correspondence. When the State Department 
at Washington learned all the facts, he did 
not believe it would be found that the Mexican 
Government violated any international law. 
Ho regarded the matter in the light of a quar- 
rel between the States of Chihuahua and 
Texas. Under the constitution of the State 
of Chihuahua, Mexicans claimed a right to 
try a man for any offense against 
the Mexican law, no matter where 
it was committed, as.’ soon as the 
offender put his foot on Mexican soil. Texas 
had the same law, he said, so no fault could 
be found withit. Mr. Navarro did not know 
of any case that had been tried under this law 


with the exception of the present one, but he 


had known of its existence. He is evidently 
mistaken so far as Texas is concerned, for the 
right of one country to try a man for

Navarro was asked if he thought that the Mex-

Ifthe Governor of*Chihuahua 
has exceeded his authority he will be called to 
account.’’

The School Board Pinched for Funds—Last 
Night’s Meeting. 


The School Board met last evening. A prop- 
osition to have French taughtin the schools 
was defeated. The Committee on Ways and 
Means made areport which occasioned no lit- 
tle astonishment. It showed that the pay-roll 
for the past year footed up $690,218.80, while 
the revenue from the four mills tax 
was but $767,875.47; which left only 


$77,606.67 for all other expenses. The availa- 
ble income for the year ending June 80, 1887, 
is $996,083.36 and the expenditures of running 
the schools $995,750, leaving a balance of only 
$333.86, and this estimate does not provide for 
the erection of any buildings. In view of the 
fact that there was notenough money to pay 
the rent for some of the school buildings now 
in use the committee recommended 
thata thorough system of retrenchment be 
inaugurated. The report was adopted. It 
was decided to make no change in the salaries 
of teachers and officers of the Board. The 
Secretary then read his report showing the 
total amount now in tho treasury to be $150,- 


882. A communication from the mana-

appointed to confer with the Exposition 
managers. The Building Committee’s report 
was only partially approved. The Lands and 
Leasing Committee’s report, recommendin 
the leasing of some property to Frank Hall 
and Levi Hayden, was adopted.

Ford into the carriage, went for a short ride. 
After dark they returned tothe hotel and Mr. 
Blaine and Joe Manley were closeted with 
Mr. Ford for several hours. Mr. Ford asked 
not to have his presence made known and re- 
fused to register at the hotel. Next day he 
left on an early train. 

Lately Mr. Ford has been living ata quiet 
hotel at Bar Harbor and is still in consulta- 
tion with Blaine. During the past two weeks 
Juve Manley has been telegraphed for several 
times to make flying visits to his command- 
er’s cottage at Mount Desert, where he has 
met Mr. Ford. The presence of the New 
York editor is believed to bave a bearing on 
Mr. Blaine’s bid for the Irish vote in New 
York for the Presidential canvass of 1888. The 
Irish World has little influence on Maine poli- 
tics and it is not in relation tothe present 
State campaign that Mr. Ford is in consulta- 
tion with Blaine.
